statement, voicing disappointment over 
the output, financial circles were  in- 
clined to doubt that this - figure was 
reached last. year. 

Official figures showed that Japan 
shipped about 32 per cent. less gold to 
the United States in 1938 than in.1937. 

Records of the state department, at 
Washington, disclosed no Japanese 
purchases for war materials jin the 
United States during’ April: This means 
actual armament. Unquestionably. 
many of the purchases made by Japan 
were indirectly for use in the war. 


MAKE DESPERATE EFFORT | 


Two new government edicts indicate 
a desperate effort to replenish the gold 
holdings. The finance ministry recent- 
ly published the following ordinance: 

“Persons who possess such manufac- 
turea articles using gold. as are enu- 
merated hereunder ... . shall present 
a report on the amount of holdings to 
the minister of finance not later than 
July 6: . ;

GEORGE V 


London, To-day. 

The House of Commons carried 
unanimously yesterday afternoon a 
resolution moved .by the Prime 
Minister authorising the Govern-- 
ment to devote to the purposes of 
a National Memorial to King 
George V, property in the Old Pa- 
lace Yard now vested in the Office 
of Works and required for forming 
an open space round the statue of 
His late Majesty. 

The Premier. reviewed the suc- 
‘cessive changes in the original pro- 
posal for site of the statue and the 
controversies to which they had 
given rise, and made clear that 
the Government had had no_ part 
in these decisions which were the 
responsibility of. the National Mem- 
orial Committee. 

He expressed the view, however, 
that the site and monument would 
make a worthy memorial to a King 
for whose personal character and 
public service all of them must ever 
retain the deepest respect and gra- 
titude. 

Oncidentally, ‘curtailment of the 
site surrounding the monument 
would result .in the release of a 
further sum from the Memorial 
Fund for the other and more cost- 
ly part -of the memorial scheme— 
the provision of playing fields. 

TRIBUTES TO LATE KING 

The Deputy Labour Opposition. 
Leader, Mr. Arthur Greenwood, and 
Sir Archibald Sinclair, for the Li- 
berals, also declined to revive or 
associate themselves at this stage 
with past controversies as to alter- 
native sites or extent of the site. 

Mr. Greenwood thought it was 
peculiarly appropriate that His late 
Majesty, who was bound by close 
ties to Parliament through years 
of rapid constitutional change, 
should have a memorial so close to 
the Houses of Parliament. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair believed 
the proposals of the National Mem- 
orial Committee would result in a 
memorial worthy...of. the country. 
and of the qualities of the late 
King as a constitutional ruler and 
as a man who was held in lasting 
affection and veneration by the Bri- 
tish people. —British Wireless,

SPIDER KELLY....FIGHT 


cr is not always the weight of 
a punch or. magnificent box- 
ing that decides a fight: In the 
crazy history of the boxing 
game, many a fight has been 
fost and won outside the ring, 
the result dictated by the fast- 
thinking and astute tricks of the 
handlers in the corner. ‘ 


There are famous ;seconds, ‘whose 
sensational maneouvres are now le- 
gend. But the greatest of them all 
was Spider Kelly. He flourished in 
the years just before the war, 
the golden days of Pacific Coast box- 
ing, when the world’s finest fights 
took place in California, and San 
Francisco was the mecca of Ameri- 
ca’s sporting men. 


Because of his reputation for pheno- 
menal thinking in a battle crisis, Spider 
was always in great demand as a sec- 
ond, and many, a-famous fighter had 
him to thank for a victory snatched 
from the very arms of defeat, none 
more so than the-hard-punching negro, 
Joe Walcott... . 

Walcott was matched with perhaps 
the greatest lightweight of all time— 
Joe Gans, the ‘Old Master’, Gans was 
a negro, too, a born fighting man, an 
incredible ‘boxer—and heavily backed 
to win. ; ne ee ee | 

Walcott had experienced great diffi- 
culty in making the weight for this 
contest, which was one of the most im- 
portant of his career, and he had been 
forced to train himself down well be- 
low his natural fighting poundage. 
Kelly knew this beforehand, and realis- 
ed that his charge would touch gloves 
with Gans at a great disadvantage. — In 
an important fight like this, a slight 
weakness due to underweight meant 
everything. - 

The preliminaries -were over, and 
Gans marched towards the ring sur- 
rounded by seconds, trainers, and sup- 
porters. He climbed into the ring, and 
sat in his corner in his dressing-gown, 
_-waiting. .The crowd exhausted their 
preliminary cheers, and waited” for 
Walcott. ‘Five minutes Iater he. ap- 
peared with his entourage. More cheer- 
ing. Then Spider Kelly gabbled some- 
thing unintelligible to the officials, 
seized Walcott by. the arm, and rushed 
him—back_the_way_they had come, to 
the dressing-room. —~ 0

ly for another short wait. Five, ten, 
fifteen minutes svent by.

While 
behind him came Kelly, tall and lanky, 
apparently very much concerned over 
his man having kept the crowd wait- 
ing so long —— ! 

They were greeted with ironic cheers 
and boos, and Gans’ manager, Al Her- 
ford, looked at Kelly with a threaten- 
ing scowl as he came over to the cor- 
ner to examine Walcott’s hands. He 
took one glance, and let out a roar — 


Argued Heatedly 


“Look at this!” he screamed to the 
referee. “Its over an inch thick.” He 
pointed to the tape wound around Wal- 
cott’s knuckles, 

Kelly argued heatedly that the tape 
was all right, but after about five min- 
utes he agreed to take some off. Then 
there was another inspection, and Her- 
ford roared even louder and more an- 
grily than before. Spider had merely 
taken off a couple of feet. . 

Altogether, the fight was over an 
hour late in starting! And Gans had 
sat in aeotavle apprehension all this 
time.

PRAGUE, TO-DAY. 

THE FIRST DECREE ISSUED 
BY THE REICH PROTECTOR 
FOR BOHEMIA AND MORAVIA 
WILL BE PUBLISHED TO-DAY. 
IT REFERS TO THE “ARYANISA- 
TION” OF JEWISH PROPERTY 
IN THE “PROTECTORATE.” 


The decree declares that the 
Reich Protector is the supreme au- 
thority in all matters concerning 
the transfer of Jewish property 
from Jewish into “Aryan” hands 
from whom permission for the 
transfer must be obtained and to. 


ed. 

The -decree declares that the 
Reich Protector has the right to 
appoint trustees for the adminis- 
tration of Jewish property when- 
ever he considers this necessary. 

The Reich Protector may con- 
firm the trusteeship of trustees ap- 
pointed by the Czech authorities or 
replace them by others. 

The decree requires Jews in the 
“Protectorate” to register all pre- 
cious metal and precious stones of 
which they are the owners. 

The decree does not define who 
is to be regarded as a Jew for the 
purposes of the decree,. but, it -is 
understood that in practice the le- 
gal definition in force in the Reich 
will be applied. 

It is pointed out that the “Ar- 
yanisation” of Jewish property is 
not compulsory. but is left in each
